Deep layers of dust would cover the 
masses of wisdom in old tomes and yellowing volumes and the

equired." A few children with their nursemaids, would probably 
play idly about the historic paths, little thinking that they were 
Tomping on tragic ground.

In truth, then, the undergraduate body is an essential part

;«very student should remember. We cannot get away from the 
l "ffact. It is there and must be recognized. And as the students are 
2 essential "it is equally true that their composite character is bound 
ïto play an important role in the general life of the university. We 
are brought together here by chance but with our coming we are 
automatically formed into one great group, bound by the bonds 
of learning, linked by the love of a common Alma Mater. But 
the quality of this union of students will vary by necessity and it 
iis our duty to see that it is kept at the highest possible level. 
We have often heard of college spirit but do we realize 
.•what it means, have we ever thought upon what it actually de- 
pends? We personally think that its existence is absolutely de- 
pendent upon our individual relations wtih our fellow studenks.' 
The greater the warmth of friendship and the more evident the: 
desire for co-operation, so much more vital and real will be the spirit 
of the undergraduate body as a whole. This of course necessitates 
the participation of every individual and we would^suggest that if 
good feeling is fostered and developed in every class in college 
the result will be far reaching and of much greater effect- htan 
•we dare to predict. After all, we are similar to a regiment, divided 
into battalions, companies and platoons, and if there is lack, of 
.unity, petty jealousy and absence of harmony even in the smallest 



division, then the whole is liable to suffer, to be dragged down to 
a lower level, than the one upon which it would otherwise rest. 
'Know every member of your class. Work for and with your fel- 
lows and you need not worry about college spirit for that spirit 
will then take care of itself.

A member or the government then 
rosu nnd veheinenlly staled that Ihe 
criticisms which hint come rrom the 
opposition wan the criticism or the 
Ill-informed.

This member then 
proceeded to outline' tho terms or I, lie 
treaty of Versailles which be regard- 
ed a* unsta.tesmnnllke; but ho was 
rudely interrupted by Ihe railing ol 
several chairs, On conclusion or the 
disturbance his tlmo was declared by 
the speaker In bo up. 

Tho Prime Minister t.lt»n declared 
that, the tacts put, forward by 
Ills Ma jest y'n ' most loyal opposi- 
tion only dealt, with one side of 
the question. France thoy had 
claimed, had been devastated and 
hn,d got nothing out. of the war. and 
yet there are at. the present time only 
one thousand unemployed In Prance 
while there nro over a. million and a 
half in Britain : In Britain the tax 
.a.l present is five shillings on the 
pound while France Is reputed to have 
tho lowest tax of any nation In 'thft 
world. Vet France refuses to pay 
her war debts, a thing which Britain 
has done some years ago. Britain is 
far from desiring to oppose France, 
but. on tho otlier hand Is trying to 
nave Franco from herself. 

Canada is vitally interested In 
European politics becauso she cannot 
make progress whilo Europe is dis- 
eased . Uuropo at the present tlms 
is dca.dly sick and France is trying' to 
kill lier. The government is not 
presuming to dictate to His Majesty 
the King; but is merely offering a. 
suggestion, .'lite government, conclu- 
ded the Prime Minister, will either 
sUud or fall on the Speech from the 
Throne.
